Applicant has proposed amending the claims and argues that the amendment would distinguish the claims 
over the prior art. The remaining claims were finally rejected over the cited prior art. As stated in the final office action, while the resin of 
the Nishi et al reference is preferably employed as a top coat in the automobile industry, it is not limited thereto and genetically, the resin 
is a curable/ polymerizable coating that comprises an acrylic resin in combination with an amide containing monomer, a solvent, and a 
polymerization initiator. The secondary reference is solely relied upon for its teach of a suitable amount of the amide monomer when 
combined with the acrylic resin, not for its teachings of the specifics of the invention itself, therefore the rejection is maintained.. 
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
